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Before I fall upon the matter in hand,

'This 1s little 
of my Deſign; what I intend here, is to 
obviate ſome Object ions that may plauſi- 
bly be drawa up againſt me, as adding Af- 
fliction to the Afflicted, publiſhing this 
at ſo unſeaſonable a time, by hindering 
your better Deſigns for the future, and 
{ſome others: as for that, I told you be- 
fore, 1 ſhould go without Enemies. As 
for hindering your better Deſigns, I don't 
yet hear you deſign to reform; and I 
don't think it an unſeaſonable time, in 
my opinion. My Deſign, again, is not to 
call Names, or rip up foreign and imper- 
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tinent things. Don't make me more your 
Enemy than I would be, for I don't ap- 
prove of ſuch Methods. Again, I ſhall 
{ay but little concerning your Tricks uſed 
amongſt you in your Stocks; *ris enough 
in every body's mouth, the World has 
proclaimed you guilty here, and I wiſh 
they may not ſpeak truth, for your ſake. 
Let them that are Loſers by you, dete& 
your Knavery of this kind; for my part 
I own I have nothing, or ever had to do 
with you, or was ever enrolled in your 
Books, and therefore may be the better 
believed. My having nothing to do with 
you, makes me ignorant of your Conduct, 
any more than what appear'd in Print; 
which were done by better Judges, and 
People fitter for ſuch a Task than myſelf. 
I leave you therefore to yourſelves to 
calculate your Stock, lend Money upon 
that Stock, and raiſe Subſcriptions as long 
as you pleaſe, 

What Succeſs this may have, I cannot 
determine; you are at liberty to anſwer 
me or not, or make a Diſclaim of what J 
have advanced. I wiſh I could pleaſe all 
People; and many will wiſh, that what 
Facts are here expoſed to view, may be 
falſe: indeed I wiſh they never had been;

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Intereſt to the Support of the Crown : 
That an Act of Parliament be made for 
this. (2.) That this Company be uncon- 
trolled by any, unleſs by Act of Parlia- 
ment. (2.) That they be the always and 
ſole choſen Repreſentatives of Compa- 
nies, who ſhould have the liberty of hav- 
ing ſo many Repreſentatives always in 
Parliament; the Vacancy of their Places
